A, B, C; the Letter A fhews how far the Fuge runs is 


Al, the Parts, B and. C in the Upper Parts. 
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HE firſt Thing to be done, in order to the right Underſtanding of 

P/almody, is, to get the Cliffs or Keys (which are Seven in Number; 

A woiz. A, B, C, D, E, F, G) perfectly by Heart, upwards and down- 
wards, as they ſtand on the Lines and Spaces in the Gamut (or Scale of Muſie b.) 

In the next Place, theſe three Characters, which are in the Scale or Gamut, viz. 
The firſt of which is called the F Cliq, becauſe the Letter F is placed on the 
fſame Line with it, and is deſigned to direct to the Pitch of the Baſs, or loweſt 
Part in Maſick. The ſecond is the C Cliſf; becauſe the Letter C is placed on 

the ſame Line with it, and directs to the Pitch of the Tenor and Contra- Tenor, 
and all inner Parts in Mufick. But, when it is placed upon any other Line, ſtill 
that Line is C, and the Lines and Spaces, above and below, have the Keys 
ſhifted according to it, as it may be ſeen on the third Line of the Contra 8878 
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for the better Conveniency of the higher Notes; and by this Means D is loſt 
at the Bottom Line, and G comes in at the Top. The third is the G C/;F, 
becauſe the Letter & is placed on the ſame Line with 1 Ng and directs to the Pitch 
of the Treble, or the higheſt Part in Muſſc f. 

As for the Key, or Ground of a Tune, that depends upon the concluding Note 
of the Baſs ; and there are only Two, which are called Natural Keys, viz, C 
and A; becauſe they alone of the Seven can render any Tune Flat or Sharp, 
without placing the Character at the Beginning of a Tune; and by conſidering 
the Station of the laſt Note, you may underſtand whether they be Flat or Sharp, 


with reſpect to the Third, Sixth, and Seventh above; for it it be a Leſſer, the 


Key is Hat; if Greater, then ä Example.

The Thirds, Sixths, and Sevenths are called Greater or Leſſer, according to
